On the 23rd January 1966, an altercation took place between 
Btru, a bad character, and his accomplice Manjit Singh on 
the one hand and Biloo, a resident of Jullundur, on the 
other, Biru whipped out a knife and attacked Biloo who 
ran and took renige in the Office of the Labour Officer 
situated nearby. Biru and Manjit Singh followed him and 
when the Chowkidar of the Labour Office tried to stop them, 
they stabbed him. They then tried to make off in a cycle 
rickshaw. The rickshaw puller shouted for help to Constable 
Jagtar Singh who happened to be passing. Constable Jagtar 
Singh, without regard, for the knives' the desperadoes were 
carrying in their hands tackled them. Constable Jagtar Singh 
tried bravely to apprehend them, but they stabbed him and 
left him unconscious on the road. 

In the meantime, Shrl Rohtan Singh, who had been in- 
formed of the incident by the Labour Officer, rushed to the 
scene with a small police force. On the way, he found 
Constable Jagtar Singh and, having m’ade arrangements for 
him to be taken to hospital, set out in pursuit of the culprits. 
He met them coming in a tonga from! the opposite direction. 
Onl seeing the police, they Jumped out of the tonga and tried 
to escape. Shri Rohtan Singh tackled Biru who was brandish- 
ing his knife, In the scuffle that ensued, Shrl Rohtan Singh 


received a number of knife wounds, but unmindful of his 
injuries, he continued to grapple with Biru and overpowered 
him. 

In this incident, Shri Rohtan Singh, Sub-Inspector, and 
Shri Jagtar Singh, Constable, showed conspicuous gallantry 
and devotion to duty. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carry with them the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from tho 23rd January, 1966.

Any person appointed as a member of 
the Advisory Committee in his ex-officio capacity or as a 
holder of particular office shall automatically cease to be a 
member of the Committee, if he ceases to hold that office or 
appointment, as the case may be. 

6. The Committee will meet front time to time and at 
least once in three months,
